Rent Boosts |Schools To Close 
Suggested Tuesday, Friday 


An increase in rents paralleling 
increases in taxes since 1942 was 
recommended this week to federal 
rent authorities by the San Mateo 
County Rent Advisory Board. 

The rent boost would apply to all 
of San Mateo County, including 
Menlo Park. 

The raise would be figured for 
each landlord separately, and would 
be in exact amount to increases in 
taxes during the past five years. 
Any rent increases in that time 
would be deducted from the raise al- 
lowed under the new set-up. 

Damian C. Reynolds of San 
Mateo, chairman of the county 
board, commented on the proposal, 
“We're not out to let the chiselers 
hike rents on the helpless tenants, 
but we feel the landlord is entitled 
to some relief from soaring taxes. 

“We have chosen the easiest and 
most equitable method of increasing 
taxes, since the record is easily 
available to us in the public tax 
rolls. The tenant can also check 
and see that he is not gouged.” 

Reynolds pointed out that the 
county board could only recommend 
the boost, and that the final de- 
cision is up to the San Francisco 
area rent control office and to 
Washington. A representative of 
the San Francisco office present at 
a meeting of the board last Mon- 
day immediately objected to the 
proposal. i 

The board will hold a public meet- 
ing Monday to take testimony from 
landlords and tenants, showing fed- 
eral authorities the need and justice 
of the boosts. ;

Salaries and supplies 
are high and the Fremont addition 
now underway is costing the district 
$87,246, nearly half again as much 
as was expected two years ago. 


The capital outlay fund this year 
will be reduced to $10,000, Supt. Mel 
Homfeld informed the board. The 
special $2 pay-as-you-go tax limit 
voted two years ago is not netting 
sufficient money to meet the in- 
creased costs of construction. It 
would produce at the maximum $88,-

Let Us Not Delay 


Babies are now being born in California at the rate of 
from 19 to 22 thousand a month. Statistics show 25 births 
for every thousand inhabitants. ; 

There is good reason to believe that Menlo Park, with 
its ideal climate and enviable scenic position, will continue 
to contribute its share of native sons and daughters. 

And time flies. Babies grow into first graders and eighth 
graders, and move on into high schools. 

Free public education has so long been an accepted part 
of our American heritage that some of the limitations of our 
system crept silently upon us so that we were shocked when 
forced to face the tragedy of teacher shortages and other 
problems of the schools. 

There is a great difference between ‘’problems’’ and 
“troubles’’. The latter may at times be avoided by post- 
ponement, but the former (our problems) should be ‘’taken 
on” as soon as they are seen for they are conditions to be 
studied, understood and acted upon. 

School facilities in Menlo Park and its environs are now 
one of our major problems, and as a problem the sooner we 
rise to meet the situation the better for us all. There is no 
possibility of evading or escaping demands for adequate pub- 
lic schools, and postponement only makes action more diffi- 
cult. 

From the day of his entry into this community, the owner 
of the Menlo Park Recorder has been convinced that Menlo 
Park and the unincorporated areas at this end of the county 
should have their own high school. In last week’s paper 
such a proposition was boldly stated. Now we find that 
many people have held the same conviction, though mostly 
as a vague future program. (We call your attention to the 
letter this week from Clayton Elliott.) 

This ‘future’ is upon us. There are strong reasons why 
we should act now and no longer delay what must be an 
eventual withdrawal from Sequoia. Bond issues for school 
needs are inevitable and should not be !amented. Only a 
very small and very selfish minority of any community ever 
begrudges the taxes paid to maintain schools. 


Sequoia high school will have to be enlarged whether or 
not this end of the county withdraws to form its own district. 
So Sequoia has its problems and must meet them, but now 
is the time for us to handle OUR high school problem and 
meet it, for OUR children. 

As stated last week this area would support a present 
high school of 600 or 700 pupils, and twice that many can 
be counted on before another ten years rolls by. We have 
the students, we have the necessary property valuation and 
we have every expectation of obtaining the Dibble property 
where some of the needed essentials are already in existence. 

A petition to form our own high school district calls for 
signatures of 50 percent of the electors in the district in- 
volved. Give us your suggestions and offer us your aid. Let 
us get our petition started.

The “as, if and when” of our owning this land and its 
useful improvements depends upon whether or not the City 
of Menlo Park can pay for it, AFTER the Federal Govern- 
ment gets around to placing a price upon it.

An editorial in last week’s Re- 
corder made the proposal that the 
Menlo Park, Ravenswood, and Los 
Lomitas school districts secede from 
Sequoia Union High School District 
and form a new district of our own. 
Thereupon we will be able to have a 
bond election for the construction 
of a high school in our own locality. 

While heartily in accord with the 
cbhjective of the editor, I wonder 
nevertheless if we are yet reduced 
to the necessity of taking this ex- 
treme step to obtain the desired re- 
sults. Aside from the technical dif- 
ficulties of getting a divorce from 
Sequoia, there are other disadvant- 
ages. These are principally the rela- 
tively small assessed valuation upon 
which we would operate and the 
necessity of paying for our own high 
school entirely ourselves after hav- 
ing helped pay for the extensive 
Sequoia plant over many years. 

Sequoia has an assessed valuation 
of $54,800,000 this year, of which 
our three school districts account 
for about $15,600,000, or 29%. A high 
school district of such size as Se- 
quoia can offer specialized courses 
for which classes would be too small 
for a smaller district to offer econ-

supposedly defending himself. 
These are only two instances in a 
score of similar ones that have 
caught my attention in recent 
weeks: Negroes lynched without tri- 
al, driven out of residential districts 
where they owned property, subject- 
ed to all manner of discriminations 
and persecutions. 


Often I have wondered whence 
comes this quality in American 
character. It is no part of our na- 
tional spirit which, time and again, 
has fought for equal rights among 
men, often in the farthermost ends 
of the earth. There is no element of 
logic in it, for American Negroes 
have, for the most part, been good 
citizens, bearing their share of the 
country’s kurdens, serving its needs 
and fighting its battles. It can 
scarcely be a “hangover” from the 
tradition of “Master-and-Slave” re- 
lationship which the Civil War dis- 
solved and: which eighty years ago 
was buried in the grave with Mason 
and Dixon’s Line. 


I am not concerned so much with 
the morality of these persecutions 
of colored people as with their crass 
stupidity. Who do we think we are, 
I wonder, whose progenitors kid- 
napped a black people from Africa 
in violation of every principle for 
which we fought The War of Inde- 
pendence; whose closer forefathers, 
sickened by their own misdeeds,

waged another long and bloody 
struggle to undo them? 

What are we going to do about 
our dark-skinned citizens from 
whom we collect taxes; on whom we 
impose duties and responsibilities 
equal to our own? Are we going to 
sully the good name of these United 
States over and over again; provide 
the Russians and other enemies of 
Democracy and Fair Dealing with 
proofs that we do not practice what 
we preach? That we are unjust and 
cruel, often bestial to a minority 
group of our population without ev- 
en knowing why? For none of the 
Negro haters and persecutors I have 
ever known or heard about has cited 
a convincing or even a faintly in- 
telligent motive for his acts. 

That’s what bothers me. I can 
understand why Christ was cruci- 
fied: his enemies feared The Sav- 
ior’s impact on their way of life. 
I can see why innocent old women 
were burned as witches: their super- 
stitious foes feared spells and cur- 
ses would be cast upon them. Such 
crimes at least had promptings one 
could grasp. 

But we do not fear the Negroes, 
they do not threaten any of our in- 
stitutions. They have served us 
well. What is all this hatred and 
contempt of them about? We 
brought them here against their 
will. We treated them like dogs un- 
til our nation split into armed 
camps to liberate them. 

Why, in the name of Heaven, can’t 
we, now accept them? And, if we 
cannot, why don’t we deport them? 
We will have to do one or the other, 
unless we make ourselves the laugh- 
ing stock and pillory of a modern 
and critical world. There is no long- 
er any middle ground.

is only equitable that Redwood City 
taxpayers help pay for our school. 

What can we do to obtain a school 
here? There are an ample number 
of students now attending Sequoia 
from this area to justify a local 
School. Attendance at Sequoia is 
now surpassing the estimates made 
in the summer of 1946 by Dr. Thorn- 
ton. Yet the bond issue which 
would have provided funds for our 
school was defeated by Redwood 
City and San Carlos voters. Is there 
any hope of our obtaining a school 
under these conditions? 

I believe that there is. The bond 
issue was defeated by the efforts of 
a minority on the Board of Trustees 
who campaigned against it. Lack 
of unity on the Board itself result- 
ed in a lack of confidence on the 
part of the voters with obvious re- 
sults. Now Sequoia, which was built 
for 1600 students, is harboring 2300 
and attendance is still growing rap- 
idly. Even if new construction were 
started at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, the crowded conditions would 
become much worse before the new 
buildings could be used. 

The obvious remedy for the situ- 
ation is the election of trustees who 
are sympathetic with the idea of 
having a school located in Menlo 
Park. The term of the trustee most 
directly responsible for the defeat 
of the bond issue expires next May. 
It is my belief that the interests of 
the people in this end of the dist- 
rict would be served best not by 
secession, but by the election of 
trustees pledged to the immediate 
construction of a high school on 
former Dibble Hospital property. If 
the people of this area really turn 
out in force to vote in the election 
such candidates for the Board will 
be successful.

That is the trend shown by 
a report of the State Dept. of Ag- 
riculture which says more than half 
the 1946 crop of 48,000 tons was used 
for canning. 

The report says that 27,500 tons 
of last year’s yield were canned, by 
far the largest tonnage ever used 
for this purpose. Returns for this 
crop to growers were also the high- 
est on record—an average of $450 
a ton. 


The price for 100 tons of fresh 
olives marketed was $402 a ton; 14,- 
300 tons crushed for oil brought $216 
a ton; and the remaining 5900 tons, 
used for brine curing, chopping, 
Spanish, Greek and Sicilian styles, 
averaged $403 a ton.
